A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by P. 
Asawanonda et al. "308-nm Excimer Laser for the Treatment of Psoriasis," Arch 
Dermatol. Vol. 136, pp. 619-624, May 2000. 

P. Asawanonda et al. Disclose methods for treating psoriasis comprising the 
steps of applying the skin with topical psoralen and exposing the effected skin with UV- 
A light as presently claimed.
